PENSTEMON ANGUSTIFOLIUS The leaves are 
narrow, deeply channeled and glossed with a light 
coating of wax that sheds water, deflects. sunlight, 
and adds a finishing touch to an attractive blue- 
gray-green. Normally some loose basal rosettes of 
these pleasant leaves are evergreen. Typical blos- 
som color is a melting deep azure, with a harmon- 
izing thread of soft pink at the throat. 


Climactic performance, as pictured above, may 
presage death, but in lean soils and with drought 
retarding development, heavy blossoming may occur 
in the fourth and fifth, even the sixth year. Exhaus- 
tion is often a trick of heavy production and fate- 
ful weather rather than mere old age, and careful 
husbandry will aid. Maturing a single stalk of seed 
satisfies the urge to reproduce, and cutting back 
of other stems immediately after flowering encour- 
ages setting of new rosettes for another year.

FOREWORD: To grow the Great Plains plants it 
is important to recognize native factors of adapta- 
tion and environment. Character and faculty have 
been molded in these plants by untold ages of exist- 
ence where periods of moisture shortage are long 
and of moisture excess mostly brief. So well, in- 
deed are they fitted that many have made no appar- 
ent effort at emigration. 


Moisture retention devices in the plant structure 
have been developed to an outstanding degree to 
withstand shortage; to escape excesses the wise 
plants select the high places and slopes and rocky, 
gravelly and porous soils from which excess water 
readily drains away or down, and aeration thus is 
renewed. In general, moistness is sought, wetness 
avoided. 


In truth, rainfall on the Plains is often too infre- 
quent for. best growth, so that correct garden en- 
vironment: brings willing response and surprising 


performance and beauty. j 


~~ A recommended “scree” for replacing soils that 
are close textured and impervious, or too rich and 
moisture retentive, or to counteract inescapable 
shade from remote trees or other objects, is mixed 
from equal parts of ordinary soil, coarse sand and 
fine gravel or rock chips, including some lime. This 
provides an excellent base for all Great Plains 
plants. The needs of certain subjects for portions 
of richer soil, leafmold or other humus may be met 
by adding these elements, locally, in planting or in 
top-dressing.

HARDY PERENNIALS 


Achillaea lanulosa <A pleasant little non-ramping 
Yarrow with heads of unusual whiteness. Suggests 
A. millefolius but flowers at 6 to 9” and travels 
only an inch or two a year. Clump 35c. 


Actinea (Tetraneuris) simplex Small golden Gail- 
lardias, 4 to 8” above narrow silvery leaves. Fine 
show in June, occasionally later. 30c; 3, 75c. 


Agastache anethiodora Anise Hyssop. Delightfully 
fragrant tall herb, with spikes of purple-blue con- 
tinuously from late June. Rich soil, shade. 50c. 


Anemone caroliniana Prairie Anemone. White, blue, 
or rarely pink, inch and a half wide, of 8 to 20 
cupped segments, 4 to 10” high. Brave and dainty 
and jewel-like. Summer dormant. 3, 35c; doz., $1.25. 


A. patens nuttalliana Pasque Flower. Large six- 
pointed stars of satiny lavender, March, April.

Allium cernuum Nodding Onion. Umbels of light 
shell pink, July; to 16”. 3, 35c; doz., 75c. 

A. textile Broad upright umbels of green ribbed 
white stars, at 8’, May.

COLD CLIMATE CACTI 


Cultural directions: The following species will bear 
30 degrees below zero, or more, out of doors, but 
must be prepared for it by drying and shriveling in 
advance of winter. Planting in an ample depth of 
9 parts of gravel and coarse sand to one part! of 
good loam, has been found to produce lavish bloom 
and also to provide the requisite drainage. 


Coryphantha vivipara Ball, to 3” or more, showy .- 


carmine flowers, June. 30c; 3, 75c. 


Echinocereus caespitosus Cylindric, with spiny ribs, 
to 4 or 5’, very handsome blossoms of deep laven- 
der. 50c each. 


E. viridiflorus Cylindric, 3 to 4” tall; bright colored 
spines, glossy- green-yellow blossoms, June. 25c;

Opuntia fragilis Brittle Cactus, a pygmy Prickly 
ear, with surprisingly large yellow blossoms, cen- 
tered red, June.

Cercocarpus montanus Mountain Mahogany. Lit- 
tle toothed leaves slightly grayish, blossoms interest- 
ing, seed plumes silvery silky, reflecting light. 
Pleasing in shrubbery groups. Upright, slow grow- 
ing, ultimately to 8’. $1.00. 


Chrysothamnus graveclens Rabbit Brush. Bright 
green, fine textured bush to 3’ or so, every upper 
branch carrying a head of Goldenrod-like blossom 
in September. ‘Striking seasonal effect. 50c. 


Eurotia lanata White Sage. A sagey appearing 
plant, holding its leaves well into winter, and adding 
white seed tufts in fall. 40c. 


Rhus trilobata Lemonade Sumach. Spreading or 
. more erect bush, usually 2 to 5’, moderately dense, 
dark green. Dark red fruit clusters, magnificent 
autumn leaf coloring. 60c. 


Rose J. W. Fargo <A double wild rose of about 40 
petals and beautiful form, “wholly delightful wild 
rose pink.’ Blossoms in clusters over many weeks, 
mainly July. Usually 12 to 20’’. $1.00.
